I naturally, therefore, began 
the talk by asking Mr. Washingtom.to re- 
state for me his views on the subject, and 
he responded immediately: 
“It is not at ell’true that the colored man 
worked.up’ over politics... He is 
not discussing polities, nor is he seeking

“Have conditions in the south induced 
you to change your views in any respect? 
That is to say, do you think the time has 
come for the negro to insist on his right of 
suffrage here in the south?” 


No Weaker than Other Races.

No End of Work for Trained Negro. 


Talking over the general plans of this

Gailty to All of Them and Begs

W. Pace, one of the wealthiest planters of 
Tallapoosa county, Ala,, wes today found 
gullty of holding negroes in involuntary 
servitude and sentenced to five years in 


prison, 

ir. Pace was under elevén indictments and 
was found guilty under each indictment, but 
as he was sentenced to serve his punishments 
in all.cases concurrently he will only suffer 
the single five year penalty. This concession 
was made because of the advanced age of the 
defendant and his feeble condition, it being 
represented that he might die before he 

When the cases were called demurrers were 
filed in all of the cases and overruled. The 
defendant then pleaded gullty in all of the 
eleven cases. An appeal tothe Circuit Court 
of Appeals at New Orleans, La., to make a 
test case was filed upon giving bond in the 
sum of $5,000 in one of these cases. He was 
released from custody in the others. | 


Negroes Cruelly Maltreated. 

Pace was charged with holding in peonage 
ten negroes. The negroes were treated cruel- 
ly on Pace’s farm, many being brutally 
whipped. It is said that Owens Green, a 
negro, was whipped so severely that many 
bones in his body were broken and that his 
power of speech was interfered with. 

When Mr. Pace made his statement to the 
judge he acknowledged that he was guilty. 
He said: “I plead guilty to the offenses 
and would like your honor to be merciful.” 
The judge then asked him if he had any- 
thing to say why sentence should not be 
passed upon him and he replied in the nega- 
tive. The judge then sentenced him. ei 


Other Convictions Expected. 

The pleading guilty of Mr. Pace practically 
means that the others indicted will more 
than Iikely do the same, as he was consid- 
ered the principal defendant. After Mr. 
Pace made bond he left immediately for 
his home at Nadeville, Ala. The conspiracy 
cases against’him were continued until the 
next term of: the court. 


Georgia Farmers Are Wirnel,” 

“Macon, Ga., June 24.—In the United States 
court today Judge Speer imposed a fine of 
$1,000 each on three young men, William Shy, 
Arthur Clawson, and Robert Turner, for 
holding a negro in involuntary servitude. He 
suspended the fine under conditions, and so 
doing the court said: 

“In view of the fact that it is the first 
crime of the kind which ever has occurred in 
Georgia, and because of the frank confession 
of the young men, sentence is imposed in 
order to convince the public that the purpose 
of the court is to warn and deter others from 
like crime. During good behavior fine is sus- 
pended upon payment of $100 each."

BIG STRIKE BOMB 
| BURSTS TOO SOON; 
OU RRAN IS HASTY 


Coup on 
Alton Road a Premature 
_ Explosion, Being Un- 


PLACES ARE 


Is Completed to Adjust the 
Union’s Troubles-with 

‘Wholesalers; 


A “ premature explosion ” in freight han- 
dlers’ circles yesterday afternoon checked for 
the moment all movement of freight at the 
Chicago terminus of the Alton railroad. Its 
most serious effect, however, is likely to fall 
on President “‘ Larry "’ Curran, the man be- 
hind the gun which went off at half cock. 

One hundred and fifty men were called out 
without warning even to themselves, It was 
Curran’s coup” and was coincident with the 
final establishment of a peace board for the 
settlement of the freight handlers’ wage dis- 
pute with the big downtown wholesale houses, 

Curran attended the peace conference, but 
did not mentién there or elsewhere his pur- 
pose to “strike” the Alton freight house. 
Within two hours tle Alton road had brought 
into the city fifty-six men to take strikers’ 
places. This part of the day's proceedings 

Complete the Peace Board. 

The wholesale house troubles were ad- 
vanced materially toward settlement by the 
selection. of a fifth member of the arbitration 
board. The man ehosen is James H. Walker, 
board is as follows:

Florists See Business Ruin. 
“There are fourteen jobbers who make a 
special business of furnishing flowers for 
commencement exercises,’ said one of the 
leading wholesalers. ‘‘ The ruling of the 
board will force them out of business, Six 


prodtice flowers for commencement exer- 
cises. Our firm alone stands to lose $5,000 this 
week. 

"We have invested in our farms about 
$28,000, which will be nearly all dead loss. 
We have had since June 1 $5,000 worth of 
flowers in cold storage; now we cannot use 
them. A year ago today we sold $1,730 worth 
of commencement flowers. Today our re- 
ceipts will amount to less than $500."’

as that in the whites. In fact, the race is 
developing along lines which have necessi- 


extraordinary degree, and under conditions 
in which there could not have been success 
without these reasoning faculties. — 
“ Up to ten years ago we found great dit- 
ficulty in securing negroes. to handle our. 
electrical plant, and of course to give in- 
struction in that department. as well. for 
everything here must be viewed from the 
educational standpoint. We also found it 
hard to discover men who were properiy 
trained in mechanical and agricultural 
drawing, who could conduct chemical experi- 
ments for the agricultural department, and 
who were educated in general. scientific 
work. Now all this has been changed. The 
scientific departments can _ readily be 
equipped with negroes who have a highly 
technical training. This indicates pretty 
clearly that the capacity of the colored man 
is not at fault, because he is beginning to 
demonstrate his ability along lines which 
absolutely require the accurate use of the 
reasoning faculties.”’ 
I referred to the suggestion made by Prof. 
Ashmore, the superintendent of schools at 
Savannah, that the negro was afflicted with 
a lack of foresight, which had a fatal effect 
upon his value as an independent farmer. 
“ Yes, it is true, as is claimed. that the 
negro is lacking in foresight. He doesn’t, 
as a class, look ahead, and he is frequently 
quite improvident with both time and money, 

but that is not a constitutional fault. 
“Our own students here, of course, are 
being trained in scientific agriculture, and we 
are seeking to teach them the reasons for 
things, so that they may act intelligently. 
The graduates of our agricultural depart- 
ment have been almost uniformly successful 
as individual farmers.”’ 
. Booker Washington never knew any an- 
| cestor but hie mother. He was born in siav- 
ery and is ignorant of the identity of his own 
father, but he Is quite light colored, would 
readily pags for an educated Cuban or South 
American, and ie of the accepted mulatto 
type.

Pure Negroes Who Have Succeeded. |

life, are educators like William J. Edwards, 
principal of the Normal and Industrial insti- 
tute at Snow Hill, Ala.; Isaac Fisher, princi- 
pal of the Branch Normal college, Pine Bluff, 
Ark. ; Lizzie E. Wright, principal of the Voor- 
hees Normal and Industrial institute at Den- 
mark, S. C.; Charles L. Marshall, principa! 
of the Christiansburg Normal and Industrial | 
institute at Cambria, Va.; and William H. 
Holtzclaw, principal of the Utica Normal and 
Industrial institute at Utica, Miss. Right 
here In Tuskegee we have another evidence 
in the person of Prof. George W. Carver, the 
head of the agricultural department, whom 
you have met and who is an accurate scien- 
tist, trained under the personal supervisior® 
of James Wilson, the present secretary of 
agriculture, who was then at the head of the 
Iowa State Agricultural college at Ames, Ia. 
** All of these and many other men of pure > 
negro blood have apparently demonstrated 
that whatever achievements are made by the 
negroes are not tu be credited to any white 
blood they may have, but to their persever- 
ance in securing a good education.” . 

“As to the physical differences between 
the mulatto and the pure bred negro,"’ con- 
tinued. this conservative observer, who dis- 
cussed the talents and the failings of his 
own race so dispassiorately, ‘‘ there is con- 
siderable diversity of opinion, but there are 
no reliable figures to prove that the man of 
mixed blood is either weaker or stronger 
than his black brother.’’ 
Frequently in the south I have heard the 
charge made that the education given at 
Tuskegee to negro women unfits them for 
domestic service, instead of training them 
for it, and gives them exalted ideas and am- 
bitions which render them unfitted for real 
life and result In the long run in mental! if 
not moral degradation. I asked, accord- 
ingly, whether the school was essentially 
designed to teach the women domestic serv- 
ice and so arranged as not to give them 
false ideas. % 
Teach Dignity of Labor. 
‘We do train our students here,’’ said the 
principal with great earnestness, “in the 
highest grade of domestic service. No girl 
who graduates here at Tuskegee can possi- 
bly feel above going into actual domestic 
service, because we especially and above all 
teach thém the dignity of labor in all di- 
rections. That its the foundation stone of 
this school. It is quite true, nevertheless, 
that you will not find many of our women 
graduates actually engaged in household 
work, either here in the south or in the 
north. The reason for this is that the girls 
who graduate here have received a training 
which enables them to command wages of 
from $5 to $10 a week and even higher, and 
this is much more than they can hope to 
earn in any ordinary household work, es~ 
pecially here in the south, where the average 
rate of pay for this kind of employment is 
$8 and $10 a month.” — 
Our cofversation took a wide range over | 
the industrial development of the negro in 
ite relations to the great industrial revolu- 
tion which is so apparent in the new south. 
All that branch of the subject, of course, 
must be discussed in the future, I asked 
Prof. Washington, however, to give me his 
personal opinion as to the particular tend- 
ency or capacity of the negro, as a guide for 
the future,, whereupon he replied without 
hesitation: ' 
“The negro’s most prominent trait un- 
doubtedly is his imagination. This might 
cause a tendency In the race later on toward 
music, poetry, and the arts. Just now, how- 
ever, the imaginative faculty seems to lead 
the negro chiefly towerd oratory. His im- 
agination finds its readiest outlet in fluency 
of talk, and this probably accounts for the 
popularity of politics with some negroes, |

LIGHT NOW TURNED ON GORDON. 


His Official Acts While Postmaster in 
Chicago Under Investigation by 
Inspector Stuart. 
Investigation of alleged violation of civil | 
service regulations at the Chicago postoffice 
took a new turn yesterday, when Inspector. 
James Stuart started inquiries into the status 
of ten or a dozen substations which are said 
to have been placed in chargé of clerks who 
had not passed the civil service examina- 
tion. The appointments were made through 

Postmaster Charles U. Gordon in 1897. 

The clerks in question are nearly all still 
in the employ of the Chicago postoffice, 
some of them holding high positions. If It 
is decided that they gained entrance to the 
service in an illegal way it is likely they will 
be removed. 

In 1894, with the extension @ the civil 
gervice laws and the free delivery system, 
most of the postoffice employés then in serv- 
ice were continued in their places, about the 
only changes made being in classification. 
This was under a Cleveland administration 
and the employés naturally were mostly 
democrats. 

When postmaster Gordon came into power 
in 1897 the limits were extended to include 
Riverside, Pullman, West Pullman, Elston, 

Clarkdale, Jefferson, and Mount Claire, 

which substations were considered in the 
classified list. 

One of Postmaster Gordon's first acts was 
to remove the chief clerks in charge of these 
eubstations and replace them with men of 
his own choosing. Mr. Gordon held that the. 
civil service regulations did not applv to 
‘these postoffices, although within a short 

time after the appointment of the new men 
the free delivery limits were extended to 
include the outlying stations. 

Mr. Gordon claimed to have authority from 

the national civil service commission to place 

the substations in charge of men who had 

not been required to pass the civil service 

examination, but a search through the files 
of the Chicago postoffice by Inenpector Stuart 

‘yesterday failed to locate this order of 
approval. 

‘The position taken by Inspector Stuart is 
that the substations fn question have been 

under civil service regulations since 1894, 

even although they were not carrier stations. 

and that clerks appointed to them. unless 

they had taken the civil service on, 

were illegally appointed.

NEW LAW TO BE ENFORCED 
GINNING ON JULY 1. 


Provisions Intricate and Plans for Put- 
ting Them in Effect a Pussie to In- 
spector Davies—Employes Between 
14 and 16 Years Old May Continue 
for Present Under Old Affidavits, but 
a Change Calls for School Certifi- 


The new child labor law, intended to save 
thousands of children in Chicago from 
stunted physical and mental development, 
will go into effect on July 1, but how to en- 
foree its intricate provisions during the 
summer is puzzling State Factory Inspector 
Davies and his thirteen assistants. 

Under the law every child between the ages 
of-14 and 16 years who obtains employment 
must be provided with an age certificate is- 
sued by a public or parochial school. But 
the schools will be dismissed tomorrow for 
the summer vacation, and unless certificates 
are obtained before that time, not till Sep-

At a conference yesterday with Superin- 
tendent of Compulsory Education Bodine 
Mr. Davies decided to effect a gradual en- 
forcement of the law. The affidavits of par- 
ents, under which children between 14 and 16 
years of age are now employed, will be grad- 
ually eliminated. The inspectors will not 
disturb those children who continue in the 
same employment after July 1 unless their

There Will Be $500,000 of One Lot and 
an Undetermined Amount of the 
Second—South Park Commissioners

Within a few weeks Cook county will, 
through its board of offer 
$500,000 one to twenty year 3% per cent

Banks Strengthen Reserves.

Compared with April 9 the banks of New

eall the banks held less than the legal re- 


was below the legal reserve two months ago, 
is 3.21 points above.

Accusing the Chicago Live Stock exchange 
of “ filching exorbitant commission ’’ from 
the consumer, F. B. Kellogg yesterday 
argued before the interstate commerce com- 
mission that the exchange had no right to 
bring its present complaint about restrond 
rates. 
| Mr. Kellogg was speaking for the Chicago 
Great Western road, which started the pres- 
@nt trouble a year ago by cutting the rate 
nm packing house products, Kansas City to 
Chicago, from 23% cents to 18% cents a 
undred pounds. Other roads met the cut 
on products, but kept the rate of 23% cents 
fon live stock. This was claimed to be a 
iscrimination against Chicago packing 
houses and to be contrary to a rule of the 
jeommission that the rate on prod- 
wets may not be less than the correspond- 
Ing raw material. 

The Live Stock exchange filed a complaint 
and the commission has held a number of 
geasions here during the last six months. 
Nearly every prominent western executive 
and traffic official of the Chicago-Missouri | 
¥iver lines, packing house and live stock in- 
dustries has testified. 


Every Commissioner Present. 
At the session yesterday every member of 


the commission was present. The time was 


devoted to hearing arguments of attorneys. 
W. Tomlinson, railway representative 
‘for the Chicago Live Stock exchange, opened 
the argument for the complainant. He quoted 
fromthe evidence presented at the previous 
hearings to show that the freight rates were 
So arranged as to make it an object for stock 
saisers in western states to ship their cattle 
and hogs to Missouri river points instead of 
to Chicago, as formerly. 
Statistics were presented showing that the 
shipments of cattle and hogs to Chicago from 
western and northwestern points had stead- 


‘Ny decreased ever since the alleged discrim- 


nation had been in effect. Chicago, he said, 
does not ask for favor, but it wants justice 
and fair treatment. 
ira B. Millis, counsel for the Minnesota 
railway commission, spoke in favor of the 
Fates on live stock and packing house prod- 
mets now in effect between St. Paul, Minne- 
apolis, and Chicago. 


Argument of Mr. Kellogg. _ 
Then Mr. Keflogg made his argument for 
the defendant. 

“Who is it that makes this complaint?” 
he asked. ‘It is not the cattle raisers, it is 
not the packing house interests, it is not the 
Sonsumer.”’ ‘Under the law, he said, the com- 
DPiaint must be made by one who has sus- 
tained actual damage by reason of the al- 
leged offense. 

“This action,” he asserted, “is brought 
by the Chicago Live Stock exchange, a law- 
less concern whose arbitrary rules, if adopted 
by the railroads, would have the attorney 
general prosecuting them in every state.’ 
Then he charged the exchange with “ filching 
from the consumer exorbitant commissions 
on every car shipped,”’ and now using the 
commission for the purpose of collecting and 
speculating on claims:against the railroads.

WHEAT TRADERS SAY BIG CON- 
CERN SHORT SEPTEMBER. 


Hope te Get Back Part of the Pronts of 


Spring—Head of Packing House De- 
nies That He Has Sold Any Graiz 
Except What Is Held in Elevators— 
Price Advancing Rapidiy—Reports 
from Other Exchanges. 


Wheat traders who contributed to the great 
profits made by the Armour interest in bu 
campaigns of last fall and this spring, profits 
estimated at considerably over $1,000,000, a 
rejoicing in the belief that a good share of 
those profits are likely to come back into 
the pit. Traders generally are convinced 
that Armour is short a big line of September 


rate of a cent or so a day for several days. — 

Some enthusiasts estimate the Armour 
short line as high as 20,000,000 bushels, or as 
' great as the long line of September last year, 
on which he madé the shorts pay tribute, put- 
ting the price to 95 cents on the last day 
of the delivery, or over 30 cents advance from 
the low point. Opinion generally makes the 
short line much smaller, but at a figure well 
into the millions of bushels. 


Formerly Buyer of September. 

The Armour interest was the original bull 
in September wheat, taking hold of the mar- 
ket several months ago, when the price was 
at 68 cents on a magnificent winter wheat 
prospect. Professional belief is this line was 
marketed around 73.cents and that Armour, 
satisfied with this profit, beganselling wheat 
short, playing for a reaction. But the floods 
in the southwest, recent rains which have 
delayed harvest, and still more recent re- 
ports of drought in the northwest have kept 
the market strong and with an advancing 
tendency, and yesterday September sold at 
Ti% cents and closed there, a gain of 1% 
eents for the day and of nearly 5 cents from 


the point at which the supposed Armour 


short selling began. 

This theory of the Armour position in the 
wheat market is combated vigorously by 
‘Mr. J. Ogden Armour himself, who said yes- 
terday: 

“The story that we are short a big line 
of wheat is ridiculous. We are not short any 
wheat except against what eash wheat we 
holé—nor are we long any, either. Iam nota 
bear on the market. Mr. Valentine, who 
runs our grain business, is a bull.” 

** Yes,’’ said Mr. A. I. Valentine, president 
of the Armour Grain company, “and a bull 
without any horns for we are not long on 
the market, but neither are we short. The 
story that I sold 2,000,000 bushels today to 
break the market is absiird.”’ 


Old July Wheat Sold Yesterday. 


The Armour operations in the wheat pit 
yesterday consisted of sales of oh July 


premium over September and hedged “by 
gales of September. The July was sold and 
the September bought at 4 cents difference, 
the transaction showing a profit. But the 
trade opinion will not down that Armour is 
short an immense line of September over and 
above any holdings of cash wheat or of July. 

One of the traders, who sticks to his opin- 
ion, said; “ There has been open selling of 
September wheat by Armour for a number 
of days, and it has looked as if it was an ef- 
fort to break the market, but the market 
has gone up and there has been no opportu- 
nity to cover. I think he is short a big line, 
and that he is a victim of the same sort of 
conditions which made his bull September 
deal a year ago so successful.”’ 


Reports from Other Exchanges. 

Armour is said by the theorists to be heavily 
short in the Minneapolis and St. Louis mar- 
Kets, where bull deals seem to be under way, 
and it was reported from St. Louis in the 
afternoon that this short Nine was being cov- 
ered at the top price of 82% cents for July, at 
which figure Thomas Cleage, who has been 
running a blind pool bull campaign, was a 
heavy seller through brokers. 

Not every one in the trade isa convert to 
the theory that Armour is the big short, and 
these who doubt it point to the fact that the 
Armour operations in grain are conducted 
through a large number of commission 


- houses and brokers, and that short sales 


through one set of houses might be offset by 
purchases through another. The Armour 
concern has the facilities for bringing grain 
to market if it can be hadanywhere, and has 
until the end of September to fill short‘sales, 
but the fact remains that every bushel of

COTTON AT NEW HIGH PRICE. 


New York Exchange Marked by Start- 
ling Advances—Speculators Worried 
Over Outcome of Bull Movement. 


New York, June 24.—[Special. ]—Amid con- 
siderable excitement, prices made new high 
records on the New York cotton exchange 
today, September rising 42 points; August, 
81; July, 25; and the late months from 8 to 
16. The rise in these crop months is due 
more than anything else to what seems to 
be a certainty that the Brown-Hayne clique 
will promptly take care of all July notices 
that may be issved on Friday. 

The advance was accelerated by the reach- 
ing of stop orders on the way up, by the 
heavy buying of August by Europe, and last, 
but by no means least, the further buying 
by Brown’s brokers, who took August and 
September quite freely and sold on the rise 
only to a moderate extent. In fact, the re- 
action in this crop was slight, being only 
7 to 14 points at one time, after which the 
market rallied to the highest prices of the 
day. Frank B. Hayne was again on the floor 
toward the close, and bid 183c for July in 
blocks of 1,000 bales. 

There are now no “ shorts ’’ in the market. 
The question now before the speculators 
who have been trailing on Brown’s deal is 
how they will come out when he tries to 
unload. Wverything has been in their favor 
so far, but the price is now the highest in 
twenty-one years. Most of the cotton is 
owned by the Sully-McFadden interest and 
was accumulated here from Apri) 15 to June 
1. At the present market value it is worth 
| about $65 per bale, or an equivalent to 
$10,075,000.

Every suit brought by the Bell Telephone 
company against the independent concerns 
was won by the independents, according to 
a report made by Hugh Dougherty yester- 
day to the national convention of the inde- 
pendent companies. Mr. Dougherty is chair- 
man of the committee on litigation. The 
convention is being held at the Auditorium 
hotel. 

James M. Thomas, president of the associa- 
tion, in his annual address, predicted a great 
increase in the number of independent com- 
panies in the next. few years. :

independent field. In Ohio and Indiana the 
independent telephones outnumber the Bell 
telephones eight to one. In many of the 
western states the independent companies 
are stronger than the old company, and in 
New York state, outside of New York City, 
the independent companies already control 
the field.”
